Urging the council of the M.D. of Lacombe t« ap¬ 
ply for introduction of the county system in that area 
as soon as possible, the Lacombe Globe expresses con¬ 
cern that areas adjacent to Lacombe may adopt the 
county system and, in the resulting adjustment of 
territory, certain portions of Lacombe M.D. may be 
sliced off. 

The Globe also likes the idea of having the 
people’s representative who spend the money charged 
with the responsibility of raising that money. “The 
elected council being responsible to the people con¬ 
forms with our conception of true democracy,” says 
the GlQbe’s editor. 

The County of Vulcan has now been established 
for a full year and, generally speaking, this system of 
local government seems to have met with the approv¬ 
al of the farm population of the area, who are the 
people directly concerned. 

There have, of course, been minor difficulties and 
misunderstandings, but these have been fewer than 
expected in view of the controversy attending intro¬ 
duction of the county system. Fears that education 
would suffer under the county setup have proven 
groundless; in fact, educational facilities have been or 
will be improved, almost without exception, through¬ 
out *th« county. Areas that were added to the former 
M.D. of Vulcan to form the county have noted an im¬ 
provement in roadwork and snow-plowing service and 
farmers in these districts are, in many cases, paying 
less taxes than they formerly did. 

The first annual ratepayers meeting, to be held 
in a few weeks time, will give an opportunity to thresh 
out any remaining difficulties or misunderstandings 
and to present a complete review of the year’s opera¬ 
tions.

Civil Defence Controller 


Vulcan 


The County of Vulcan and the ToWn of Vulcan 
plan to co-operate in appointing one civil defence con¬ 
troller who will serve both the town and the rural 
areas. The idea is excellent; but some difficulty may 
be encountered in securing the services of a man able 
to devote the required amount of time to the job. 

The plan is to pay the appointee’s expenses while 
he is attending a Civil Defence course at Edmonton. 
The knowledge gained at the Edmonton course would 
have to be passed on to others and he would also be 
largely responsible for setting up a civil defence or¬ 
ganization in this area and co-ordinating the efforts 
of town and country. 

The general public has a vague idea of why a civ¬ 
il defence program is deemed necessary, but greater 
publicity and education is needed before the average 
man-in-the-street sees the necessity of devoting some 
of his time to the furtherance of such a program lo¬ 
cally. 

A recent Civil Defence bulletin sets forth the 
whys and wherefores of civil defence in concise form, 
as follows: , 

“What is civil defence? It is a way of saving lives 
and property, of protecting you and your family 
should war strike Canada. It is a way of helping to 
keep you going, and to keep production going, in spite 
of atomic, biological or chemical attacks. Civil defence 
is your defence. 

Why should we prepare? Because, in the event of 
war, there is a strong possibility that Canadian cities, 
and even smaller centres, would be attacked with at¬ 
omic bombs. As long as this possibility exists, the 
sensible thing is to prepare to meet it effectively. Civ¬ 
il defence is a form of insurance against a disaster 
whkTi may or may not come. 

Who is needed? Everybody. Self-help and mutual 
help are the responsibilities of each and every citizen. 
At least 250,000 Canadians should receive civil de¬ 
fence training immediately. Everyone requires inten¬ 
sive education in self-protection. 

When will we be needed? Right now. Your own 
backyard may be tomorrow’s front line. Today the 
planes of any possible enemy country can reach every 
major city in Canada. The hour may not strike this 
year, next year or ten years from now. But it can 
strike tomorrow . , . and we must be ready."
